abus’d. They are certainly more likely, for this 
Purpofe, to remind us, how often it has been 
employed by our ingenious Countrymen in the 
Caule of Truth and Virtue ; in the Defence of 
our other Liberties; in reforming, as well as 
expofing Errors in the Adminiftration ; in difco- 
vering and defeating the Defigns of Faétion, of 
foreign and domeftick Enemies 5 in affecting the 
Rights, pointing out the Intereft, and vindica- 
ting the Honour of Great Britain. Thus bas Cato, 
thos has even Mr. D'Anvers, in my Opinion, 
fometimes employed it, And for Reafons of this 
Kind, it is that [think my Country happy in 
the Bujoyment of this Liberty, unreftrained by 
Laws to aDegree peculiar to our felves. 

From fuch Reafons as thefe, I have likewife 
accounted for the render Regard to this Branch 
of our Liberties which our Superiors have difco- 
vered, in their Indulgence to Mr. D'Anvers, in 
faffz:ing him to go on in the licentious Abufe of 
the Prefs, even where the Inrerelt of their Coun- 
try was apon other Accounts expofed, and _in 
Inftances where our Laws, gencle as they are in 
this Refpe&, would certainly have puoifhed him 
if apply’d to. For the fame Reafons I have ac- 
counted for itr, and with Pleafure obferved 
this Writer treated, even from the ire‘s, not- 
withftanding the utmoft Provocation to the con- 
trary, with that Rezard and Decency by his 
Opponents, which molt eff-Gually, in my Opi- 
nior, diitingufhes them as Frends to ihis 
Liberty 

Oo the other Side, as to Mr. D’Anvers’s thus 
f.c ificing the Liberty of the Prefs to his own 
lotereit, and in Defence of his owo dear Cif, is 
not che firtt Proof which he has offaed the 
Publick, of the Affe&ation of bis pretended Zeal 
for it. [cannot charge him wi 4 the Exercife 
of Power ov his Site, in invadwg this valuable 
Beanch of our Libesties, becsule, during the 
Continuince of his Paper, neither of his Pacrons 
have been in Pofl:ffion of it: And though one 
of them, when in Power, notorioufly abuled it 

for this Purpofe in particular, I fappofe his 
Repentance fince that Time will he now infifted 
npoa. But though the Abufe of Power for this 
Purpofe may he the moft effeGual, and certainly 
is the moft formidable Method of invading the 
Liberty of Writing, it is not the only one. Scur- 
rilous and abufive Langusge, perfonal Defama- 
tion, and fecrer Hiftory ; the Adverfaries Senfe 
wilfully mifveprefented, with other Arts of Con- 
t.overfy, againit which it is impoihble to deiend 
our felves from the Prefs, but by the fame Wea- 
pos, tend to the fame Purpofe ; and have been 
often, within my Obfervation, the Occafion of 
declining a Controverfy with Mr, D’Anvers, in 
which nothing has beeo fo incff:nfive as his Ac 
gumects, nothing formidable but his Impaience 
of Coatradi2 on. I could f!i whole Pages with 
Iiflances to this Purpofe, and poffibly may do 
fo, it I find it neceffary, or the Craft/man fhould 
call for them ; by which however I am tar froia 
expeCting, till he has him!:!f torgot his Anfwer 
to a Pamphlet never publifhed, of rather an 
Injuntion to ftay the Publication of it, ina 
Leiter fizned Gabriel Yobn . 
Nor isthe Teadeocy whereby b's Writings have 
had, to make Iinpreffions to the Difadvantage of 
that Liberty, in which he his hitherto been 
indulged, the leaf of our Exceptions to them: 
For this Reafon, though to expole them io 
theit proper Colours is certainly our Dury, and 
often a oeceffary Peice of Service to the Publick, 
I am anwilling to bel‘eve that the Craft/man has 
really been the Occafion of half the Mifchief, 
which the Authors of it may have defigned, an 
in which they fometimes boaft of their Succefs 
Certain itis, that they have neither yet embroile: 
Us, CO any great Degree, wich any one Power ii 
Europe, nor obliged us co give up the Rights os 
Intereits, the Trade or Poffeflions of Great Britain, 
in any one Point, which has been the Obje& o! 
our late Negotiations, in order to avoid it. Their 
Attempts to prove the Treacy of Hanover impru- 
dent, dangerous or unjuft, co juftify the fill 
Tteaty of Vienna, to reprefent the Allies ef 
Hanover as the Agereffors, to prove that we had 
no Intereft in the Abolition of the Oftend Com. 
pany, or no Right co infift upon it ; That Spain 
had an undeniable Claim upon Gibraltar, founded 
on his late Majefty’s Letter, or (if that was nor 
enough) upon an Article in a ‘Treaty forged for 
their Sexvice, by the womhy Mr. Jve¢ ; That nei. 


to that Fortrefs; That the Seizure of Prince 
Frederick was a Capture juftifyable by Tveaties 
between us and the Court of Spain; That the 
Treaty of Seville wes injurious to the Emperor 
and Empire, and at the, fame Time that the 
Stipulations contained in it, in Favourr of our 
Merchants, were not fufficiently binding upon 
the Court of Spain; That the Introduétion of 
Don Carlos with Spanif> Troops, would be of fatal 
4 onfequence to the Emperor's Intereft in his 
Italian Dominions ; That Great Britaig was iB- 
fupportably loaded with Debts and Taxes; That 
her Sudjects were univerfally difaffe&ed to their 
Prince and his Minifiers, or, That we were upon 
thefe Accounts, in no Condition to aflert ou: 
own moft undoubted Rights, at the fame Time 
in Difpate with foreign Powers, with fevetal 
other Particulars infifted on with the fame up. 
tight Defign, bave all mifcarried: Or, if they 
have made any Impreflions to our Prejudice, 
they have at lesft been furmounted by his Ma- 
jefty’s Wifdom and Refolution, 

Ac home indeed thefe virtuous Endeavous to 
diftrefs the Miniftry, a: thé Expence of our moft 
impoitane Tutereit, feem to have facceeded more 
agreeably to their own Fxpeftanon. ‘The Diffi- 
culties we have for fome time laboured under in 
Foreign Affairs gave the Authors of the Craft/man 
as they now confefs, the Hior, and furnifhed 
them with an Occafion of colle€ting a large Au 
dience to themfelves, effembled from the real un. 
eafineS of fome People, and the unfatirfied Cu 
tiofity of others. The one they cajoled by lamenr. 
ing their Misfortunes, by unreafonable Demands 
upoa Men in Power, aud hardy Promifes of whar 
they fhould do for us, if our Affairs were in thei 
Hands ; the other, for wane of Information, wee 
eotertained with fi@ious Lyes and arbitrary Sup- 
pofitions about che Ioreceft, Views and Power ot 
the different States in Europe, accommodated to 
the general Defign of expofing his Majefty’s Meas 
fares to popular Contemp:. An Audience thus 
once got together, afhamed of retreating on one 
hand and fiattered with Intallibility on che other, 
we have indeed for fome time feen triumphantly 
di&sted to in Politicks by Mr. D’Anvers, who his 
all along had an A vantage over the Frien’s of 
the Miniftry, in difputing the Prudence of Nego- 
tiations while they were adtually depending 5 upon 
which Account, many of the Particulsrs to be 
infifted on in Detence of them to the Pecple at 
Home, could not be produced but at the Hazard 
of their Succefs Abroad, from unfeefonably 
expofing them to the Notice of Foreign Courts. 
But whatever [npreflions his Writings may have 
fpread amongit the People, to the Difadvantage 
of our late Negotiations, they muff now, I think, 
be neceffurily removed by the happy Lvene of 
them. Nay farther, his conftant Oppoficion te 
th: Meafures of the Goversment, and the Diff 
culties occsfioned by it, in being at laft form. 
nately furmounted, become an Argement in 
favour of them, and will be perceived to be fo by 
the moft prejudiced of his Difciples. For which 
Reafon I fhall be much miftaken if any Comple 
ments he is plesfed to make them will, in their 
own Opinion, attc:.e for the Contempt which he 
has lately difcovered of thei Uoderttandings, in 
pretending that his Writings have in any degree 
contributed to the prefent happy Situation of our 
Affairs Abroad, 

But whether the Cra‘t/man has eftually done 
Mifchief or not, Our Obligations to him «re the 
fame, for his endeavouring and Uefiyaing it: And 
if againft this Charge he propofes to vir+-cere 
himfelf or his Writings, he is I think, to be told 
thar it is not the Subje& of them, whether Foreign 
or Domeftick Affairs, which we complain of, bui 
‘he Occafion which he laid hold of for oppcefing 
the Government, and the Manner in which he 
has profecuted this Oppofition, by infifting upen 
Topicks of both kinds, which our Foreign Ene- 
mies might make an Advantage of, at a Time 
when they were evidently prepared to do fo 
Uncapable of defending himfelf againft this 
Charge, as to what is paft, he feems to offer at 
a Compofition as to his Behaviour for the future, 
by giving up the whole Branch of Fo:eign Affairs 
atonce. By which if he meant all Reflections, 
either upon Domeflick or Foreign Affairs, which 
might poffibly have an Influence upon our Fo 
reign Negotiations to the Prejudice of Great 
Britain, it would now be too late to propofe it as

Britain, as in the Service of her Enemies, end in 
Anfwer to the Craft/man 2s well es in his Defence, 
In which, if we ase obliged to prefs upon him 
any nifchievous Confequences of his own Wii. 
tings which he can’t jufiify, is it his Faulo 
ours? Is it a Violation of this Liberty, to pur 
him in mind of any thing in his Writngs, which 
he difcovers himfeif to have deferved the Severity 
of our Laws, or the Inte:pofition of Authority? 
When we employ the Prefs alone for his Refor- 
mation, does it follow that we propofe or defie 
any other Method may be ufed tor the fame Pu. 
pole? Or is the e emy Foundation for the Inf 
rence but in his own guilty Confcience. 

Ir may pethsps be no dithicule Matter, if it was 
properly dire&ted to his Advesfaries fiom the 
vreis, to anfwer the Queftion which he propols 
to us, bow far he may venture to employ the 
Prefs without Danger to himfelf or Detriment @ 
his Country?
